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Chinese film studios, having their market in China and Southeast Asia, are 

in the main politically ambivalent. Some are definitely Communist, while 
‘others merely include Communists among their employees, and there is ao sharp 
line of demarcation between Communist and non~Comaunist studios. Those with 
Comuunist leanings often make two versions of the same pioture, the one for 
Southeast Asia being somewhat tempered, but containing subtle propaganda
